Don'-t know if the watchmen have a 
chance to steal. The gold sweetening 
tubs are carefully locked and the keys 
taken caie of. If that spurious melt 
was made there in the night time even 
outsideis on the street would know of 
it by the furnace smoke and fumes. 
The Melter and Refiner and assistant 
were the only persons who had the 
combination and full access to the 
vaults. Even Superintendent Adams 
was barred out on that proposition. 


Witness described to the jury the 


mode of making annual settlements at 
the close of each fiscal year, the weigh- 
ing of all the bullion, inspection of 
coin,'examination of books and records 


Jones used to be in the refinery fre- 
quently, but I never saw him there 
after or out of working hours. The key 
of the refinery is kept on a nail down 
in the main hall aud no one has a right 
to take it except the Melter and Refiner 
or his assistant. That spurious melt 
could have been made in the cupel 
room, but there are no stamps or dies 
there, only a few old useless moulds. 
I don't think it was done there.

EDITOR JOUBNAL:—I have noticed 


several times that you have spoken of 
David Lubia's theory of an export 
bounty on wheat or tho products of 
the farm, and you mention that the 
matter had been referred to Governor 
McKinley and other high protection- 
ists and you infer that thoy are afraid 
to try to answer it, and you ask any 
Republican or protectionist to show 
why it is not right. Of course tho 
farmer is as much entitled to an export 
bounty as the manufacturer or wool 
grower. Under tho McKiuley lawjthero 
was an import duty on most all farm 
products, but so long as there was a 
surplus of farm products that had to 
be exported tbo farmer got no benefit 
of it. It is supposed that the farmer is 
not making a stand off. If so, circum- 
stances will soon=r or later reduce the 
output until tLuro will be no export, 
for no people c\n continue to produce 
at a loss indcCaitely, and the day we 
import a cargo of wheat the farmer will 
be able to eel! for what it is woith in 
the markets of the world, plus the im- 
port duty. An export duty would not 
do for several reasons. 


First—If we giro the fa} mer an ex- 


port bqunty 
every other producer 


would claim tho same. 
V, hy not? 


Second—The demand for wheat is 


limited and comes chiefly from tuo 
great manufacturing countries—Eng- 
land and Belgium. 
The supply of 


wheat is practically unlimited and can 
and will be increased when the maiket 
justifies. 


Now, 
suppose we put an export duty 


on wheat, enough to again put the bus- 
iness on n profitable basis, the men 
now engaged in it would increase their 
output and men would leave their 
avocations to engage in raising still 
more wheat and the logical conse- 
quence would be that the markets of 
tho world v»ould decline still further 
until the business would not pay even 
with the bounty added and wo would 
be simply taxing ourselves to furnish 
cheap food to countries which can 
already manufacture cheaper than we 
can.

tion does not protect the farmer I 
would advise him to read Senator
